THF ROYAL COMMISSION 

If over u barefaced attempt wero mndii 
to attach guilt to a quarter wuoro it does 
not in any manner belong, tbat attempt is 
mudo by our oity contemporary in its 
issue of yesterday. In tbo biggest kiud 
of typo — in keeping probably with tbo 
enormity of the falsehood— wo learn for 
tbo first timo that tbo leader of the Gov- 
ernment " pleads guilty to the Kootenay 
charges of corruption." But as a matter 
of fact Mr. Elliott pleads guilty to no 
sucb thing. Ho pleads guilty to nothing 
di»honorablo— to nothing that will not 
bear tbo broad daylight— to nothing that 
has even, a semblance of corruption. No 
construction can be pluced on his evi- 
dence, given under oath before tbo Eoyal 
Commission, to convoy tho impression 
that ho admits corruption in any shape or 
form, directly or indirectly. The facts 
in connection -with the case are tboje, and 
\v« repeat. them because the public haro 
attached so little importance to the hap- 
hazard statements mado so frequently by 
members of tho Opposition: — In March 
last Mr. Walkem accused tho Government 
of corruption from head to foot and hav- 
ing previously interviewed Mr. Gallagh- 
er, induced that gentleman to rise in his 
place and make an incoherent statement, 
amounting, bowover, to an actual accusa- 
tion, that the leador of the GovornmoHt 
bad through his Kooteaay agents or 
otherwise attempted to bribe him (Mr. 
Gallagher) by offering him the sum of 
$1000, tho position of constable at Kooto- 
nay worth S1100 per annum, and within 
throo months tho best appointment within 
tho gift of tho Government, on tho condi- 
tion that What ? On the terrible con- 
dition that Mr. Gallaghor would resign 
his scat in the House. The condition in 
terrible! It is worse than the ultimatum 
of the Czar of all the Kus6iai. It is not 
only terrible but it is terribly absurd 
Docs any sane person suppose for a mo 
mont that tho lender of any Government 
•would proposo to give a very ordinary 
member in tho opposition ranks oven tho 
valuo of aposttige stamp for his resigna- 
tion unless ho felt perfectly assnrod of 
tho elootiou of a supportor in his stead? 
Was a supporter of tho presont Govern 
raent elected to fill tho vacancy caused by 
tbo decease of Mr. Milby ? Would the 
lender of any govornment mako an offer in 
writing of §1000 for tho resignation of an 
opposition member through a third party 
— least of all through a subordinate offi- 
cer— thereby plaoing himself more or loan 
under the thumb of that officer? Would 
any official in receipt of an annuity of 
§1400 resign his position for tho uncer- 
tainty of being elected for the far off dis- 
trict of Kootenay— a district destined at 
no romoto period to be disfranchised ? To 
theso questions we give an empbatie 
"No!" And to them Mr. Elliott also re- 
plies in tho negative. So much for the 
probabilities of tho offer. Now for tho 
denial made by Mr. Elliott: Ho states 
that to tho best of his beliof he nevor ad- 
dressed a letter to Mr. Kelly, Constable at 
Kootenay, on the subject in question. He 
admits that ho did write to Hot. Father 
Fouquet — on tho representations of Mr. 
Daores that Mr. Gallagher was finaacially 
embarrassed and desirous of obtaining 
govornmont employment— stating that in 
tho event of tho constabloship of Koote- 
nay becoming vacant ho individually had 
no objection to the appointment being 
mad» in favor of Mr. Gallaghor — in view 
of his embarrassment. But he further 
stated that he could enter into no arrange- 
ment as to the resignation of either the 
then constable or tho thou member. Mr. 
Elliott flatly contradicts the assertion tbat 
at any timo, to any person, he haa givon 
tho slightest justification for tho offer of 
$1000 alleged to have been mado by Mr. 
Kelly to Mr. Gallagher; and indeed the 
.assertion is so absurd that tho denial was 
hardly uocossaiy. The alleged offer may 
have been the common talk of Kootenay 
for months for aught wo know, but cau a 
government in any manner bo held re- 
sponsible for the gossip of a mining 
camp? It would bo just as reasonable to 
hold tho leader of tho opposition respon- 
sible for tho statement made by ono of his 
colleagues as to tho construction of a car- 
tain road in Talo District. We take it 
that Mr. Elliott's ovidonco in ©very way 
most satisfactorily explains the rumor as 
to the offer to Mr. Gallaghor of tho Koot- 
enay constabloship and we know for a 
fact that had it not beon for Mr. Dacres' 
importunities as to Mr. Gallagher's finan- 
cial condition Mr. Elliott, friendly as he 
then was with Mr. Gallagher, could not 
hayo had tho remotest idea that he desired 
tho constobleship and it was only as an 
act of kindness to that gentleman 
that Mr.. Elliott stated to Father Fou- 
jquet he individually could see no 
objection to bis appointment to the office 
in tho event of its becoming vaoant. 
If thero is anything corrupt in such an 
action then wo mietake honorable kind- 
ness for corruption. If on tbo other hand 
Mr. Kelly has any letter from tho leader 
of the Governmant authorizing him to 
pay Mr. Gallagher 81,000 for his resigna- 
tion, as alleged, then no doubt Mr. Kelly, 
to save his neck, will produce it. But no 
*noh document oxiats or over had exist- 
ence The supposition is therefore too 
absurd to enlarge upon. Strong, however, 
as Mr. Elliott's evidonco is as to the falsity 
and baseness of tbo accusations made I 



nay who admitted that they did not ap- 
pear to prosecute but merely to testify. 
Why did not tho leador of tho Oppojition 
take hia stand openly and boldly and 
having expressed his belief as to the truth 
of the allegations do hia best to justify 
hia cause? Had ho clone this ho might 
havo won some slight respect, but now ho 
is held up to publio contempt as a man 
who having mado a goneral chargo of cor- 
ruption against the Government did not 
dare stop into tho witness box and testify 
under oath. It is pitiful indeed that men 
oau bo found who will makb asspv- 
tionsin the House to which they will not 
testify under oath. It is still moro piti- 
ful that rnon cau bo found who will uot 
oven swear that thoj- boliovo tho accusa- 
tions thoy mako in tho Houso to bo true. 
It is to bo hoped that tho timo is not fnr 
distant when men who resort to suoh 
contemptible moans for venting tuoir 
spito and splcon will moot with tho pun- 
ishment they would recoive in a Court of 
common law. If Mr. Walkem boliuvod 
ono word of the vile accusations levelled 
at tho Government, why did ho not ap- 
pear to assort bis prerogative as loader of 
tho Opposition ? Ho know tho allcgu 
tious from first to last to be false and his 
absence from tho Commission voriGos tho 
assertion that actions speak louder thau 
words.
